U. S. DETAILS GRIEVANCES 
IN NEW NOTE TO ALLIES. 


Seizure Protest to Be Made 
Public in Vhree Capitals Proba- 
bly Saturday. 


Washington, D. C., May 24.—Identical 
potes renewing the protest of the United 
States against British treatment of neu- 
tral mails on the high seas were handed 
to the British and French ambassadors 
today by Acting Secretary Polk of the 
state department. The documents were 
signed by Secretary Lansing at his home, 
where he has been iu! for several days. 

The United States reiterates in more 
vigorous terms its cbjection to the seizure 
and detention of legitimate mail matter 
bound to and from the United States, and 
insists, particularly, that Great Britain 
stop the practice of seizing vessels on the 
high seas and taking them into port to 
subject mail aboard to local regulations. 

The note was given to the representa- 
tives of both France and Great Britain be- 
cause France formally concurred in the 
British memorandum replying to the first 
American protest. It probably will be 
made public Saturday in London, Paris 
and Washington by agreement.

DESTROY THE PORK BARRELSYSTEM. 
The senate has heard in the last few days two 
staggering indictments of the rivers and harbors 
pork ; one by 9 new senator, one of the powers in the 
Democratic party, Thomas Taggart of Indiana; one 
by a veteran Democratic senator and supporter of 
pork, Benjamin Tillman of South Carolina. 

If the Democratic majority in the senate can now 
swallow the forty million rivers and harbors measure 
which the Democratic majority of the house passed 
along with its approval it will disclose a remorseless 
devotion to public extravagance which the American 
people will not forget. 

Senator Tillman said that the forty millions ex- 
penditure was criminal. He said that the policy 
indicated that the congressmen were wild over local 
affairs and had no national grasp. He said that it 
was beyond belief that legislators would increase 
taxes and waste money at the same time. He said 
it was inexplicable with the nation facing an emer- 
gency that its representatives should refuse to ap- 
propriate sufficient money for its defenses.

BOUT this season of the year many 
people suffer from an acute inflam- 
mation of the outside of the eye- 
dall and inside of the eyelids called 
pink eye. These structures are 


| Mned or covered, as the case may be, by a 


skinlike membrane called the conjunc- 
tiva. Inflammation of this membrane is 


called conjunctivitis. Inflammation 


which causes pus is called 4uppurative 
conjunctivitis. ; 

The most important form of suppura- 
tive conjunctivitis is that due to the gono- 
coccus. Gonococcus conjunctivitis in «a 
newly born baby is called ophthalmie neo- 
natortum; in an adult, gonerrhe@al oph- 
thalmia. ; 

In many states and cities there are laws 
which require that every case of gono- 
coccus infection of the eyes shall be re- 
ported to the health department at ones. 
In some places the authorities furnish a 
1 per cent solution of nitrate of silver to 
be dropped into the eyes to cure or to pre- 
vent this disease. In some places the law 
requires that this silver. solution shall be 
dropped into the eyes of every newly born 
babe as a means of preventing the dis- 


ease. ö 
Gonococcus infection of the eye causes 
a violent inflammation which produces 
permanent blindness within a day unless 
sorne form of silver injection is used. Ip 
this form of infection the drops must be 
put into the eyes at once. A manafia pol- 
icy will not save the eyes. A decision 
tomorrow will mean biindness.
